Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of 
the  Community  and  the  Environmental  Circumstances  of  the  City  of  Pieter¬ 
maritzburg  for  the  calendar  year  of  1977-  The  report  includes  a 
statistical  section  in  which  details  are  given  of  the  actual  work  carried 
out  by  your  Health  Department  during  the  year. 

An  important  national  event  in  the  sphere  of  health  took  place 
during  the  year  -  and  this  was  the  passing  by  Parliament  of  the  new  Health 
Act  in  May.  The  new  Act  will  supersede  the  Public  Health  Act  of  1919 
(as  amended),  which  has  served  this  country  so  well  since  its  inception 
so  many  years  ago. 

On  the  local  scene,  the  only  legislation  introduced  during  the 
year  was  an  amendment  to  the  By-Law  in  respect  of  the  Manufacture,  Storage 
and  Sale  of  Foodstuffs.  This  amendment  was  to  prevent  food  handlers  from 
smoking  whilst  engaged  in  such  work.  A  further  amendment  tightened  up  the 
control  in  respect  of  the  preparation  and  sale  of  unclean  offal  in  the 
Borough. 

Regarding  the  Vital  Statistics  for  the  City,  the  downward  trend 
in  the  birth  rate  noted  over  the  past  two  years  continued  into  1977.  The 
decline  was  mainly  evidenced  in  the  European  population  group,  followed  by 
Coloured  and  Asian.  Our  African  statistics  are  illusory,  as  figures 
obtained  from  various  sources  are  incomplete  and  often  inadequate.  The 
decline  in  the  birth  rate  is  interesting  insofar  as  it  appears  to  follow 
closely  on  the  expansion  of  Family  Planning  services  in  all  areas  of  the 
City  over  the  last  five  years. 

The  death  rates  for  the  various  groups  in  the  City  show  little 
change  on  previous  years.  The  small  number  of  Asian  deaths, particularly 
when  compared  with  the  Asian  population  and  birth  rate,  makes  one  suspi¬ 
cious  of  the  accuracy  of  the  numbers  of  deaths  actually  registered  or 
possibly  of  the  number  of  births  registered  to  mothers  sh%wn  as  residents 
of  Pietermaritzburg. 

The  number  of  cases  of  acute  infectious  disease  which  were 
admitted  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Mountain  Rise,  decreased 
markedly  during  the  year.  In  the  past,  the  bulk  of  such  admissions  came 
from  rural  areas  of  the  Natal  Midlands,  but  following  intensive  immunisa¬ 
tion  campaigns  over  the  past  3  years  in  the  rural  areas  by  the  staff  of 
the  Regional  Director  of  State  Health,  it  seems  clear  that  diseases  such 
as  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  have  been  largely  controlled 
or  temporarily  eliminated. 
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On  the  other  hand,  the  admission  of  acute  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  to  the  hospital  continues  unabated  and  bed  space  is  at  a 
premium.  Plans  were  afoot  towards  the  end  of  the  year  to  Tuberculin 
test  about  4  000  school  beginners  and  school  leavers  of  all  races  other 
than  European  and  to  follow  this  up  by  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  all  who  are 
found  to  be  susceptible  •  This  campaign  is  being  organised  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Research  Institute  in  Pretoria,  and  will  involve  several 
members  of  our  staff  when  it  starts  in  the  first  quarter  of  1978. 

A  continuing  source  of  concern  is  the  prevalence  of  scabies 
and  lice  infestation  in  children  of  all  races.  In  the  latter  part  of 
the  year,  a  campaign  was  launched  in  Sobantu  township  to  try  and  contain 
these  infestations  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  evident  that  some 
success  was  being  achieved.  The  Drakensberg  Bantu  Affairs  Administration 
Board  must  be  thanked  for  the  help  and  encouragement  given  in  this  cam¬ 
paign. 


In  November,  the  State  Department  of  Health  informed  us  of  its 
intention  to  close  our  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  at  Mountain  Rise. 

As  most  of  the  inpatients  of  the  Hospital  are  African  blacks  and  also  as 
Edendale  Hospital  has  no  isolation  ward  or  wards  to  cope  with  such  cases, 
it  gives  me  some  concern  to  know  where  these  luckless  patients  are  to  be 

treated  in  future.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  no  further  action  or  informa¬ 
tion  was  forthcoming. 

Restrictions  on  the  employment  of  new  staff  continued  to  hamper 
the  development  of  the  Department,  although  a  new  post  of  Social  Worker 
was  created  and  was  filled  in  December.  The  incumbent  will  be  engaged  on 
social  problems  affecting  the  chronic  sick  (e.g.  Tuberculosis  cases)  and 
the  financial  problems  arising  from  long  hospitalisation. 

The  staff  of  the  Department  whether  in  the  field  or  in  the  office 
worked  loyally  and  conscientiously  during  the  year,  and  I  take  this 
opportunity  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to  them. 

I  would  also  wish  to  indicate  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation 
so  readily  given  by  the  Press  and  radio  in  their  dealings  with  this  Depart¬ 
ment.  Thanks  are  also  given  to  other  Departments  of  the  Corporation  who 
have  always  proved  to  be  willing  and  eager  to  help  in  material  problems. 

Lastly,  Mr.  Mayor,  may  I  thank  you  and  all  Councillors  and, in 
particular,  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  all 
the  helpful  advice  and  assistance  given  to  the  Department  during  the  year.

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THE  ENVIRONMENT 


Following  on  this  page,  are  charts  shewing  the  degree  of  smoke 
soiling  index  in  the  City  for  the  calendar  year  of  1977.  The  first  chart, 
however,  gives  a  comparison  of  soiling  indices  over  the  past  9  years  and 
it  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been  a  steady  decline  in  the  intensity  of 
soiling  through  those  9  years.  This  is  encouraging  but  our  efforts  to 
improve  the  situation  even  further  must  be  pursued  with  greater  vigilance 
in  the  future.  One  of  the  problems  of  Pietermaritzburg  is  that  it  is 
"polluted"  by  smoke  from  grass,  scrub  and  forest  fires  which  occur  in  the 
winter  months  not  only  within  the  City  boundaries  but  also  by  smoke  which 
drifts  over  the  City  from  grass  fires  etc.  on  farms  and  lands  surrounding 
the  bowl  in  which  Pietermaritzburg  is  established. 

The  City  Police  (Traffic  Department)  are  constantly  on  the  look¬ 
out  for  excessive  exhaust  emissions  from  all  vehicles,  and  offenders  are 
being  prosecuted. 

Regarding  litter,  the  campaign  to  inculcate  a  "Keep  your  city 
clean"  mentality  continued  throughout  the  year  and  was  directed  to  all 
race  groups  with  varying  success.  Parts  of  the  City  remain  problem  areas 
and  seem  resistant  to  any  form  of  propaganda.  It  is  frequently  impossible 
to  trace  the  worst  offenders  and  so  the  battle  against  littering  continues. 

Water  pollution  is  dealt  with  by  the  City  Engineer’s  Department, 
which  liaises  closely  with  us  when  necessary. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL,  MOUNTAIN  RISE 


As  mentioned  in  the  introduction  to  this  report, the  State 
Department  of  Health  intimated  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  that 
consideration  would  have  to  be  given  to  the  closing  of  this  institu¬ 
tion  as  it  was  proving  "uneconomical  to  run"  (which  hospital  isn't?). 
By  the  end  of  the  year  no  further  information  on  this  matter  had  been 
received. 

The  number  of  admissions  shewed  little  variation  on  the 
previous  year,  though  the  acute  wing  (i.e.  non-tuberculosis)  continued 
to  shew  decline  in  cases  admitted.  Were  beds  available  at  Provincial 
and  other  hospitals  (e.g.  Edendale)  for  the  reception  and  care  of  such 
acute  infectious  diseases,  it  would  mean  that  this  acute  wing  could  be 
used  for  other  purposes  -  such  as  tuberculosis  sufferers  requiring 
hospitalisation.

Over  6  700  B.C.G.  vaccinations  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 
This  figure  excludes  those  carried  out  in  the  maternity  wards  of  our  three 
hospitals  on  the  newborn. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  arrangements  were  made  with  the 
Tuberculosis  Research  Institute  in  Pretoria  to  carry  out  a  mass  Tuberculin¬ 
testing  survey  of  school-children  in  Pietermaritzburg  early  in  the  new  year. 

T.B.  Register: 

As  at  31st  December,  1977  there  were  2  324  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  shewn  on  the  register  -  compared  with  4  039  cases  the  previous 
December.

Supplementary  Rations: 

All  subsidy  from  Government  for  supplementary  feeding  schemes 
for  T.B.  patients  ceased  in  1977,  and  regretably  this  Department  undertook 
no  subsidisation  itself. 

The  Natal  Anti-Tuberculosis  Association  (S.A.N.T.A.)  assisted  on 
an  average  33  Africans  and  2  Coloureds  per  month  on  rations  etc.  This 
was  a  great  help  to  those  in  real  need. 
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TYPHOID  FEVER 

Five  cases  of  typhoid  (3  African,  1  Asian  and  1  European)  were 
notified  in  the  Borough  during  the  year.

There  were  two  admissions  to  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  with 
Poliomyelitis,  one  from  within,  the  other  without,  the  Borough.  Both  cases 
were  of  African  descent,  and  had  not  been  immunised.  They  were  clinically 
mild  cases. 


Non-European  Poliomyelitis  cases  are  treated  in  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital,  Mountain  Rise  for  a  period  of  3-3  weeks  and  then  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  other  hospitals  or  Kwa  Hlegabantu  for  further  orthopaedic 
treatment  when  required.  European  cases  are  treated  in  the  isolation 
wards  of  Grey's  Hospital,  when  necessary. 
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SMALLPOX  AND  VACCINATION 


No  smallpox  cases  occurred  in  Natal  during  the  year. 

A  total  of  4  673  persons  were  offered  vaccination.  This 
figure  does  not  include  vaccinations  carried  out  by  the  District  Surgeon 
for  purposes  of  International  travel,  nor  those  done  by  private  practi¬ 
tioners,  nor  those  carried  out  in  African  influx  control  centres.

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FAMILY  WELFARE 


The  only  ante-natal  service,  provided  by  this  Health  Department 
is  at  the  African  township  of  Sobantu.  In  other  areas  of  the  City,  such 
a  public  service  is  provided  by  the  Provincial  Hospital  Services  and  by 
Edendale  Hospital  in  the  Imbali  Township  complex.  A  similar  division  of 
coverage  in  the  Borough  applies  in  respect  of  post-natal  services. 

,  At  Sobantu,  384  attendances  were  noted  at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic. 
The  District  Midwife  there  delivered  28  mothers  in  their  homes  and  referred 
a  further  32  women  to  Edendale  for  hospital  delivery.  In  all  she  carried 
out  1  476  home  visits  during  the  year  -  advising  re  feeding  and  other 
infant  difficulties  and  referring  to  the  Clinic  doctor  where  necessary. 

At  Grey’s  Hospital,  149  European  women  attended  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinic.  Of  these,  one  case  was  found  to  have  a  positive  V.D.R.L.  reading 
who  was  referred  to  this  Department  for  treatment. 

Northdale  Hospital  holds  Ante-Natal  Clinics  for  Asians  and 
Coloureds  and  a  total  of  1  342  attended  these  Clinics  during  the  year. 

20  Cases  were  found  to  have  positive  V.D.R.L.'s  and  were  referred  to  this 
Department  for  treatment. 

Well  Baby  Clinics  are  held  frequently  at  centres  which  cover  all 
races  in  all  areas  of  the  Borough.  In  all,  some  20  sessions  a  week  are 
held.  These  Clinics  are  popular  with  all  sections  of  the  public  and 
infant  feeding  and  other  problems  involving  the  mother  and  child  are  dealt 
with.  A  community  mental  health  nurse  also  attends  some  of  these  sessions 
to  advise  and  guide  where  needed. 

Associated  with  these  well  baby  clinics  are  a  team  of  immunisers 
who  offer  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  vaccine,  and  also  smallpox, 
poliomyelitis,  measles  and  when  required  typhoid  vaccine.  In  the  year 
under  review,  only  one  mild  case  of  Vaccinia  was  noted.  B.C.G.  vaccine  is 
administered  to  those  requiring  it  at  the  Chest  Clinics.

FAMILY  PLANNING 


There  was  a  steady  increase  in  the  numbers  of  clients  attending 
our  clinic  sessions  over  the  year  of  197 7-  Possibly  it  may  be  considered 
premature  to  read  any  significance  into  comparing  the  increasing  number  of 
clients  of  all  races  attending  family  planning  clinics  and  the  birth  rate 
for  all  races  in  the  City,  but  the  trend  so  far  appears  to  show  a  definite 
drop  in  the  European  birth  rate  and  a  less  distinct  decline  in  Asian  and 
Coloured  births  over  the  past  9  years. 

The  City  Health  Department  runs  13  clinic  sessions  a  week,  in 
addition  to  providing  a  'pill  dispensing'  service  at  family  health  clinics 
and  a  "mobile"  service  to  the  larger  factories  in  the  City.  The  managers 
of  the  participating  factories  deserve  our  grateful  thanks  for  their  help 
and  co-operation  in  encouraging  such  a  factory  service. 

An  interesting  feature  which  became  apparent  during  the  year  was 
that  men  started  coming  to  the  clinic  for  contraceptive  counselling  and 
seeking  information  regarding  Vasectomy.  Vasectomies  are  carried  out  at 
both  the  provincial  hospitals,  as  are  tubal  ligations  in  the  case  of  women. 
Both  these  surgical  procedures  are  becoming  more  and  more  popular,  parti¬ 
cular  in  the  Asian  and  European  groups.

In  an  average  month,  2  774  persons  attended  clinic.  Of  these, 

approximately  33°/°  were  given  a  3  month  supply  of  pills,  and  were  given 

a  Depo  provera  (3  month)  injection.  Intra-Uterine  Contraceptive  devices 
were  fitted  to  3%  and  Condoms  and  cream  supplied  to  3%*  The  remaining  3% 
visited  clinic  for  information,  advice  or  treatment. 

On  the  side  of  propaganda  and  motivation,  the  Senior  Family  Planning 
staff  gave  talks  to  various  groups  of  the  public,  including  several  lectures 
with  discussions  to  students  at  the  Pietermaritzburg  section  of  the  University 
of  Natal.  The  Regional  Office  of  State  Health  has  been  of  great  assistance 
whenever  necessary,  and  I  must  express  particular  thanks  to  their  team  of 
family  planning  motivators  led  by  Mrs.  Erasmus  for  the  work  they  put  in  on 
our  behalf  in  Pietermaritzburg. 
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AFRICAN  INFLUX  CONTROL 


On  behalf  of  the  Drakensberg  Bantu  Affairs  Administration  Board, 
all  Africans  seeking  employment  within  the  Municipality  are  given  a  cursory 
medical  examination  by  this  Department,  and  have  a  miniature  Chest  X-Ray 
carried  out  (not  more  frequently  than  once  every  twelve  months).  They  are 
also  vaccinated  against  smallpox  when  necessary. 

In  1977 1  a  total  of  12  364  persons  was  seen  (17  340  in  1976). 

Of  these,  10  143  were  mass  miniature  X-Rayed  (70  mm)  and  122  referred  for 
further  investigation  to  the  Chest  Clinic.  Of  these,  80  persons  were 
found  to  have  signs  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  which  means  that  less  than 
0,8%  of  those  X-Rayed  were  found  to  have  chest  pathology.  Whether  the 
expenditure  of  time  and  money  on  finding  less  than  one  case  of  chest 
abnormality  in  a  hundred  is  worth  it,  is,  in  my  opinion,  doubtful  to  say 
the  least. 


Smallpox  vaccination  was  offered  to  all  those  at  risk  who  passed 
through  influx  control.  It  is  anticipated  that  vaccination  against  Small¬ 
pox  may  well  be  discontinued  at  some  future  date  on  the  advice  of  the 
Central  Government  as  the  disease  has  been  eradicated  from  Africa  south  of 
the  Sahara  over  the  past  year  or  two,  according  to  the  World  Health 
Organisation.

The  Department  operates  two  mass  miniature  X-Ray  machines,  one  of 
which  is  fed  by  a  70  mm  continuous  film  and  on  this  all  influx  control  X-Rays 
are  carried  out,  whilst  the  other  is  a  100  mm  machine  which  takes  single 
frames,  and  which  is  situated  at  the  Church  Street  Municipal  Building. 

Only  one  Clerk/Radiographer  is  employed  full-time  at  present  in  this  section 
of  the  department. 
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AMBULANCE  SERVICES 

The  Chief  Fire  Officer  informs  me  that  4  417  patients  were 
carried  in  Municipal  Ambulances  during  the  year.  Of  these,  718 
infectious  diseases  cases,  including  Tuberculosis,  utilised  Municipal 
ambulances  for  transfer  from  clinic  to  hospital  as  well  as  inter¬ 
hospital. 


ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH  :  HYGIENE  AND  SANITATION 


In  the  appendix,  details  are  given  regarding  the  activities 
of  the  Health  Inspectorate  in  respect  of  food  and  food  handling,  malaria 
control,  inspection  of  commercial  and  industrial  premises  etc. 

The  activities  of  the  inspectorate  were  curtailed  to  an  extent 
by  staffing  difficulties  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  4  health 
inspector  vacancies.  Advertising  such  vacancies  revealed  a  paucity  of 
suitable  applicants. 

Snail  surveys  of  water  courses  feeding  into  the  Municipality 
continued  to  be  carried  out.  To  our  knowledge,  no  case  of  bilharziasis 
proved  to  have  been  infected  locally  was  picked  up,  during  the  year. 

A  close  watch  was  kept  on  the  hygiene  and  sanitation  of  private 
creches  and  nursery  schools  during  the  year, and  in  general,  standards 
were  kept  at  a  high  level.  Creche  and  nursery  school  operators  proved 
most  co-operative  in  all  our  contacts  with  them. 

No  new  local  legislation  was  introduced  during  the  year  under 

review.

Of  the  bacteriological  samples  taken  from  the  reticulation  system 
at  D.V.  Harris,  190  were  unsatisfactory,  as  well  as  3  from  Signal  Hill. 

Any  unsatisfactory  results  required  a  second  sample  to  be  taken 
immediately,  and  less  than  5%  taken  (excluding  source  samples)  gave 
unsatisfactory  results. 

The  water  source  at  Signal  Hill  gave  a  high  count  E.  Coli  I,  but 
there  was  no  sign  of  this  in  the  purification,  reservoir,  and  reticulation 
systems. 


The  principal  source  of  water  supply,  Henley  Dam,  provides 
40  664  kl.  per  day,  and  goes  through  the  Signal  Hill  purification  works. 
Midmar  Dam  provides  15  479  kl.  per  day,  and  is  purified  at  D.V.  Harris. 
These  plants  have  a  potential  of  46  600  and  8l  000  kl./day. 

There  is,  therefore,  no  need  for  near  future  planning  regarding 
water  supplies. 


MILK  SUPPLIES  .../ 
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MILK  SUPPLIES 


The  percentage  of  locally  consumed  milk  that  was  pasteurised 
increased  during  the  year  to  97%  -  again  without  recourse  to  legal 
enforcement  of  the  dairy  by-laws. 

Yet  again,  inspection  of  dairies  and  milk  suppliers  and  their 
depots  was  maintained.  There  were  six  producers  who  distributed  their 
own  supplies,  and  one  of  these  farmed  within  the  Borough  area.  Sixty 
out-of-borough  producers  sent  their  milk  either  to  Clover  or  Rosemarie 
Dairies.  There  were  two  out-of-borough  cream  suppliers  and  distributors 
and  one  distributor,  with  one  distributor  within  the  Borough. 

Milk  consumption,  after  falling  for  three  years,  picked  up 
slightly.  Figures  are  :  197 7?  13  700  309  1.;  1976,  13  3l6  236  1.; 

1973,  l4  784  029  1.;  1974,  16  727  390  1.  However,  the  consumption 

of  raw  milk  yet  again  dropped  to  400  123  1 •  from  346  043  1.  in  1976  and

MEAT  SUPPLIES 


Regular  inspections  of  butchers'  shops  were  again  carried  out 
by  the  Department's  Health  Inspectors,  and  a  list  of  meat,  fish  and  fowl 
condemned  after  inspection  is  shewn  on  page  76. 

The  following  meat,  imported  into  the  Borough,  was  examined  by 
our  Inspectorate: 

Beef  -  1  001  carcases,  1  473  quarters  and  l60  frozen  beef. 

Sheep  -2  636  carcases.  Pork  -  l68  carcases. 

Rabbit  -  17  kg.  Game  and  Buck  -  84  carcases. 

Fees  accrued  from  these  inspections  amounted  to  R1  464,38. 

The  Pietermaritzburg  Abattoir,  now  Government  controlled, 
continued  to  control  animal  slaughter  and  distribution  in  the  area. 

Under  the  Foodstuffs,  Cosmetics  and  Disinfectants  Act,  No.  34 
of  1972,  the  following  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Government  Analyst: 

Mince,  beef  :  9  of  which  7  complied  with  the  Act.  The  other  two  contained 

Sulphur  Dioxide,  and,  on  prosecution,  fines  of  R100  and  R80 
were  imposed. 

Boerewors  :  13  of  which  9  complied.  Two  samples  contained  less  than  90% 

total  meat,  and  two  contained  sulphur  dioxide.  Fines  of  R30, 
R80,  R30  and  R80  were  respectively  imposed. 

Polony  :  3.  2  Samples  complied,  but  3  were  found  to  contain  less  than  73% 

total  meat.  Fines  were  R30,  R80  and  R200. 

Sausages,  beef  :  7»  Only  one  sample  failed  to  comply  and  contained  less 

than  1,73%  protein. nitrogen.

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GERIATRIC  FACILITIES  1977 


During  the  year  there  was  very  little  change  in  the  overall 
picture  of  geriatric  care.  Some  additional  accommodation  was  made 
available  at  both  the  Sunnyside  Park  Home  and  the  N.C.V.V.  Home. 

The  Catholic  Community  was  finalising  plans  to  erect  a  Marian  Home 
project  within  the  Borough. 

A  limited  health  service  which  included  the  operation  of  a 
clinic  and  some  home  nursing  by  a  registered  nurse,  as  well  as  a  home- 
help  service  and  meals-on-wheels  was  provided  under  the  auspices,  of 
the  Pietermaritzburg  and  District  Council  for  the  Aged  (PADCA)*.  This 
service  was  augmented  by  the  District  Nursing  service  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  District  Surgeon,  who  is  also  responsible  for  services  of 
a  similar  nature  to  the  Isabel  Beardmore  Home  for  the  Coloured  Aged. 

The  City  Health  Department  has  continued  its  role  of  notifying 
the  appropriate  authorities  of  geriatric  cases  living  at  home  under 
difficult  circumstances,  and  its  Community  Health  nurses  keep  many  old 
persons  under  surveillance,  giving  them  good  counsel  and  supportive  care 
where  necessary.  In  all,  the  Community  Health  Nurses  paid  74l  geriatric 
home  visits  in  1977- 

Serious  thought  is  being  given  to  the  co-ordination  and  stream¬ 
lining  of  all  the  services  working  independently  of  each  other  in  the 
Geriatric  field  and  much  progress  in  this  is  anticipated  in  the  new  year 

(1978).
